SUBJECT: GIEREK REPLY TO SCHMIDT 

1. FRG CHARGE TOLD US ON SEPT 10 THAT SHE WAS TOLD A 

FEW DAYS AGO BY CENTRAL COMMITTEE FOREIGN AFFAIRS DEPARTMENT 
DIRECTOR FRELK THAT A LETTER FROM GIEREK HAD BEEN SENT TO 
THE POLISH EMBASSY IN BONN TO BE DELIVERED THERE TO CHANCELLOR 
SCHMIDT IN RESPONSE TO SCHMIDTS LETTER TO GIEREK OF TWO 
MONTHS AGO. THE FRG CHARGE SAID THAT FRELEK WOULD NOT 
DISCLOSE THE CONTENTS OF THE LETTER OTHER THAN TO SAY THAT 
IT WAS LENGTHY(ONE AND HALF PAGES) AND POSITIVE. 

2. THE FRG CHARGE CONCLUDES FROM FRELEKS REMARKS THAT THE 
GIEREK LETTER CONTAINS A SUBSTANTIVE RESPONSE TO SCHMIDTS 
INVITATION TO THE POLES TO RESUME NEGOTIATIONS ON ECONOMIC 
CREDITS. INDEMNIFICATION, AND REPATRIATION OF GERMAN 
NATIONALS AND ALSO REAFFIRMING THE LONG-STANDING INVITATION 
FOR GIEREK TO VISIT BONN. THE FRG CHARGE SAID THAT NO 
SPECIFIC DATES WERE BEING CONSIDERED FOR RESCHEDULING THE 
GIEREK VISIT, WHICH, IN ANY CASE, WOULD COME ONLY AFTER THE 
SUCCESSFUL CONCLUSION OF THE POLISH-GERMANY NEGOTIATIONS. 
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
